A statement issued by the Military 
Hospitals Commission announces 
that a special Institution has been 
opened at Cobourg for mentally-dis- 
abled soldiers. The statement {is as 
follows: - 

“Sotdlers suffering from mental 
breakdown need quite as much care 
as-the men disabled by wounds or 
physical disease. They need, bow- 
eyer, care of a different kind. Ob- 

jously they cannot be treated-in tha 
regular military hospitals. It Js sat- 
{afactory to know that a-spectal in- 
sUtution has now been provided for 
them, so that, unless and until they 
prove incurable, they will not have 
to become inmates of an asylum.

Liberal ravings against the Con- 
servative members of the Joint-

ed by Sir Robert:Borden and Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier to superintend and 
oversea the reconstruction of the 
Parliament Buildings which were 
destroyed during the last session of 
Parliament, have to a great extent 
‘ceased.

it is asserted, of equal-efficiency. | 

Mr. H. Bundy, secretary. of the Own- 
er-Driyers’ Branch of the London and 
'Provincial Union of Licensed Vehicle 
Workers, gave to a Daily Express cor- 
respondent some interesting particu- 
lars of the mysterious fuel. 

“{ did not hear anything about it 
until a week ago,” he sald. “Some- 
body telephoned to me and -sakd if 1 
called on him he would tell me how 
we could get over the difficulty of the 

shortage. I saw him, and he 
told me that, after fourteen years’ ex- 
periment, he had succeeded fn find- 
ing a substitute for petrol. It.fs mixed 
with petrol in equal proportions..

The first fotlo was printed partly 
from the earlier quartos and partly 
from manuscript copies In the hands of 
Players, It did not have the cateful 
editing that so important a work 
should bare had, but it preserved from 
destruction a number of the plays that 
had not appeared In quarto form. 

Nicholas Rowe, poct laureate an@ 
dramatist, in his edition of 1700 made 
the frst attempt to edit Shakespeare in 
tbe modern sense, He modernized 
spelling, punctuation and’ grammar, 
jadded lists of dramatis personae and 
divided the acts and scenes properiy. 
Blnce his time editors have been busily 
engaged in corrections aud emenda-

franchises exist- 
Among the important subjects. 
considered was a proposition by 
_ Mayor Bowlby of . Brantford, that 
legislation be sought, empowering 
municipalities to compel children of 
indigent parents and parents of in- 
digent children contribute towards 
their support when they became a 
charge on the community. — This 
was defeated, though Mr Bowlby 
instanced a case in Brandford where 
a wealthy man refused to contribute 
towards the support of his own 
son who had become a_ public 
charge. Other delegates stated 
_ that similar cases existed in their 
respective localities and they con- 


“sidered it was time such persons | 


were compelled to support. their 
relatives. 

Why: this reasonable and equit- 
able proposition was defeated, the 
report of the proceedings does not 
give. 

An important subject was brought 
under the notice of the members of 
the Convention by Mr A. M. Chap- 
man, County Clerk of the County 
of Hastings, who, the report says, 
endeavored to get an expression of 
opinion in favor of the taxation of 
public utilities. He pointed out 
thar the Hastings County was los- 
ing $15,000 to $20,000 a year owing 
‘to the Government having taken 
over the Seymour Power Company. 
He declared that the rural com- 
munities derived no benefit from the 
power and they were being taxed 
for the benefit of the cities and 
towns. Mr McNaught, who was 
the advocate of public utilities, said 
he saw no reason why public utili- 
ties should not —be taxed, but 
thought the matter was one that 
should be, carefully considered be- 
fore any expression of opinion was 
given. President Bunnel suggested 
the mover draw up a motion and 
submit it to the committee on resol- 
utions, which he consented to do.

Pro- 
vince of Canada, Since then the new 
Dominion has sprung into existence, 
and developed inte its present position 
of greatness and importance. 

“As this stone was originally laid 
by the men of fifty-six years ago in an 
abiding faith in the future greatness 
and development of this country, so 
we, jn asking your Royal Highness to 
hoat us and the country by officiat- 
ing “upon this occasion, are inspired 
with a determination that the national 
progress which has been made since 
the commencement of | the * original 
building shall, under the blessing of 
Divine Providence, be continued in 
increasing proportions.”

THE HOUSE A BIRD BUILDS. 


A Hammerheads Nest Has Three 
Reems, All Big and Strong. 

No single room apartment satisfies 
the hammerhead. When ho builds his 
nest he divides it into three rooms—ta 
reception hall, a drawing foom anda 
bedroom. 

The entire structure is built of 
sticks, dome shape, and sometimes six 
feet in diameter. The bird ts so good 
a carpenter and engineer that the nest 
Will bear the weight of a man. _ 

In appearance the bird looks always 
es if he necded a haircut. His long 
‘locks, hanging down his neck, bare 
given him his name, hammerhead. 

The entrance to this domelike nest is 
small and on the concealed side. The 
Orst room is the hall, where the ham- 
merbead Ives when he fears attack 
Behind this is the drawing room, the 
home of the young birds when they 
outgrow the bedroom. 

The bedroom is higher then the rest 
and safe from floods. Here the female 
bird deposits eggs on a nest of Icares, 
and both parents take tums at keep- 
ing them warm. 

The hammerhead lives in Africa,

Intelligencer represe 
Laura Bateman, of /Ponton Street, 
this city, who retur lant week from 
an eight-week's x¢ Arn at Porcupine 
and Cobalt, brows ¢ out many inter- 
esting features of the great fire, and 
the prospects of rebuilding upon the 
immense burned area. “Miss Bateman 
was an eye-witness of the many scenes 
she protrays a synopsis of which will 


‘prove most instructive to our readers. 


In response to requests for information 
regarding the conflagration, the youny 
lady said that at one time the fire was 
raging within a distance of one and 
a half miles of South Porcupine, at 
the Dome Mines. The flames and 
smoke could be seen moving along the 
horizon. This lasted an afternoon and 
night. About 3 o'clock in the morn 
ing there was a terrific wind or hurri- 
cane. The flames shot up into the sky. 
for a distance of 120 feet. The people 
living at the mines | were awakened 
and preparation’ made to leave, whey 
suddenly the wind changed, followed 
by a very severe electric stormy and 
rain. The “ Dome’’ is a settlement 
by itself. The most beautiful buildings ¢ 
have,been and are being erected and 
everything is ‘very up-to-date. The 
mines own, the property and no sales 
of land are made, One building, which 
I snapped with the camera, is sup- 
posed to be the highest in the world. 

The winze, which is being sunk from 
the 700 fect level of the Porcupine 
Crown, property, is down nbout 40 
feet from the 800 feet level and is still 
in ore, which is as rich as anything: 
yet discovered ou the property. Values, 
which ate materially higher than thos 
on the upper levels, run across the 
entire width of the winze.

NEW YORK, Sept. 5—Special.—H. 
H. Snowden Marshal, Federal district 
attorney. here, is in possession of affi- 
davits, he decl last night, which 
discloses an alleged conspiracy to. de- 
fraud the United States mails by ‘a 
secret mail system between this cou: 
try and Germany, conducted through 
export commissirg~ agents with offices 
in New York and Frankfort, Germany. 

‘Exposure of the scheme, which has 
been in operation for four months 
without’ knowledge of United-States 
Secret Service men, it ix alleged, is 
the outgrowth of the seizute-by Cus- 
toms inspectors of diamonds and jewel- 
fery valued at $25,009 on August 19, 
found in a suit case carried by a man 
who arrived here as a stecrage passen- 
yer from Europe on July 11. 

The affidavits assert that packages 
of letters destined for sone of the 
largest’ banking and brokerage houses 
in‘ this city were brought from Ger- 
many hy special- ‘messenger to the 
clearing house in New York, where 
they were opened and sorted, then 
distributed to the various addresses. — 

The affidavits also alleye that mail 
for Germany was sent through the 
same channels and that outgoing pack- 
ages were brought to the offices of the 
commission agents always before the 
departure’ of steamships bound for 
Scandinavian ports, and that thero 
was distribution of mail by agents 
here on the arrival of these vessels. 

District Attorney Marshall plans to 


proceed against the alleged offenders.

BARIS, Sept. 
French have’ cleared the way to the 
extension of their offensive south of 
the Somme. While their artillery 
north of the river was busy preparing 
‘the German trenches for farther as- 
gave 
another squeeze to the pincher .that 
are rapidly closing on the German 
positions. ‘ ‘ 
The principal attack is against 
Berny-en-Santerre, which is an ex- 
“tremely important: village. Situated 
on the flank of the hill that dominates 
Barleux, it protects the little plateau 
of Villescarbonnel, where the Ger- 
_ inans have massed large collections of 
~ heavy batteries. Berny-cn-Santerre, 
three kilometres from Villerscarbon- 
nel and four and four-fifths kilometres 
from the Somme, is at the head of a 
system of deep ravines leading to the 
Somme and turning on southward to 
the German gun positions. An advance 
by the French in this direction would 
be disastrous to the Germans, as it 
‘would make it extremely difficult fer 
them to withdraw their big guns. In 
addition, the advance on Berny-cn- 
Banterre greatly helps troops attack- 
ing Deniecourt. The latter village is 
now three-fourths surrounded by the 
French. 


Britain Stiffens 
Passport Rules 


New Zealand Regulations Are 

Brought in Line With Those 

of Australia . 

WASHINGTON,. Sept. _ 7.—Regula- 
tions regarding passports required to 
be presented by aliens before they are 
permitted to land are being rapidly 
stiffened throvghout the- British Em- 
pire. On Sept. 1 these new passport 
regulations went into effect in Aus- 
tralia, and accordingsto a cablegram 
received by the State Department to- 
dey from the American Embassy at 
London, the passport regulations now 
applicable to Australia will also be ap- 
plicable to New Zealand on and after 
October 15." 

‘The Australian regulations, whici 
went into effect on September 1, are 
.88 follows: ‘‘No person over 15 pears 
of age will be permitted to land in 
the Commonwealth of Australia un- 
less in possession of a valid passport 
issued or vized by a competent Bri- 
tish authority. British subjects ¢m- 
barking for Australia from the United 
‘Kingdom must carry vilid passports 
or vized by, the Passport Office, Down- 
ing street, London. Alien subjects 50 
embarking must carry passports is- 
sued by their own authorities and 
vized by the Passport Office. Per- 
sons embarking from foreign coun- 
tries for Australia must first have 
their pasports vized by a British con- 
sular. officer in the country of em- 
barkage.”

The language used in the address 
to King Constantine, drawn up by 
Venizelos and approved by the 
Athens demonstration, is clear proof

It was not invec- 
tive, it was not an argument or 
appea'l, except in form; it was a 
sober and crushing recital of rea- 
sons wily Constantine had become 
impossib le and must mix no more 
in politics’. It is not so much the 
fact .of the: address as the wording 
of it that explains everything that 
has happened in Greece since that 
address was drawn up on Aug. 27- 
Such language, as ‘* You_are the 
victim of your vatural and human 
weakness "’ is noo used toward any 
kind-of ruler unti? he can rule no 
more. It is extraordinary language 
to use toward a King, but it would 
be extraordinary if used toward a 
President or a Prime .Minister, to- 
ward any kind of offictal who has a 
vestigate of power left. Following 
upon it, and its demand that all 
parities be united, Premier Zaimis 
made himself dictator and prepared 
for the union of the parties. 

So has ended the Government of 
Constantine. Though he reigns, hg 
does not govern; and the Govern- 
ment has been taken way from him 
by his people because he failed in 
it, because he had brought his 
country to the pass so stingingly 
described in the address ~** Instead 
of Greece being respected by friends 
and redoubtable to foes, we sce her 
to-day pitied by the one and de- 
spised, scorned, and chastised. by 
the other."".

Nicknames Applied to the One Time 
Convict Settlement, 

“Tasmania is perbaps the most inter 
esting of the states of our common. 
wealth,” remarked the Australian. “It 
Is a large triangular island tying to the 
south of Melbourne and was once a 
convict settlement. a 
“The clim ‘e is delightful and the 
soll rene ~ fertile. The isiand is 
practically ‘urge orchard. As fruit 
trees do not ie juire much tending, Iel- 
sure is a notable characteristic of the 
inbabitants, and Tasmania is known 
throughont the antipodes as ‘the lend 
of lots of time’ or ‘the land of sleep a 
lot.” Ia is also called ‘the jam cuuntry’ 
and its natives familiarly termed ‘jam 
eaters.’ This ls on account of the pres- 
ence of an enormous cannery on the 
‘island, where some of the orchard 
products are converted into jams, jel- 
lies and preserved fruits. 

“But this by no means ends the list 
of Tasmanian nicknames. Two Dutch 
explorers, Tasman and Van Dieman, 
had to do with the discovery: of the 
island, and, although the name Tas- 
man is now used, it is often referred to 
in old schoolbooks as Van Dieman’s 
Land. We find it amusing to twist the 
latter name a bit and call the Tus- 
manians ‘demons,’ which {s a shame,

Mr, F, B. McCurdy, Parliamentary 
Under-Secretary of-the department,, 
stated that the police court case in 
Ottawa referred to was decided sole- 
fy in the absence of proof called for 
by the order-in-Councll of last Jan- 
uary. Clause’l of this order is to 
the following effect: 
“Every man of the active militia 
of Canada and every soldier of the 
Cahadian overseas forces who ab- 
sents himself from the corps or unit 
to which he belongs without . the 
leave of the commanding officer, is 
guilty of an offence and Ilable upon 
summary conviction under the pro- 
visions of part 15 of the Criminal 
Code to imprisonment with or with- 
out bard labor for’a term not exceed- 
ing two years.” 
Some misunderstanding also ap- 
pears to have arisen as regards the 
power of commanding officers of 
units to sentence men to jall for be- 
ing absent without leave. This has 
been done in Ottawa military district 
and other places as well. According 
to the Militia Dep: ent, however, 
no commanding\ o r has such 
power, He may) give a soldier 28 
days detention f ing absent with- 
out leave, but cannot imprison him. 
A magistrate must pass the sentence. 
Since war broke out special permis- 
sion has been given magistrates to 
try cases of absence without leave.. 
It was also stated at the Militia 
Department that parents of boys who 
have enlisted in the expeditionary 
forees, who appear at the last: mo- 
ment, and claim thelr offspring will 
not be allowed to do so jp the future. 
The matter “as bepn gohe into and 
Judge Advocate-Géneral Smilth has 
given his decision that a boy, if re- 
gularly enlisted’and in receipt of 
pay, cannot be withdrawn from: the 
ranks by request of his parents or 
other persons.” A number of cases 
of the kind herve occurred since the 
war. 


Oxford's Oldest Resident. 


The death oceurred In Woodsteck 
recently of Oxford County’s ola-— 
resident in the perzon of Maurice 
Egan, who passed away in bis 102nd 
year, Up till a few woeks ago he 
enjoyed tae best of health, but the 
Protracted spell of hot weather 
weakened him.

The tate Maurice Egan was born 
at Spike Bay, In the Core cf Cork, 
Ireland.

PARIS, Sept. 13.—(Official state- 
ment.)—North of the Somme fighting 
continued last night with distinct suc- 


The village of 
Boucharesnes was attacked toward 
eight: o'clock and carried in its entire- 
ty by our troops In a brilliant fight 
despite the enemy's resistance, He 
had strongly entrenched himself. Dur- 
ing ‘the night-our Infantry organized 
itself. in conquered positions.

Fortunately, however, 
from the British point of view att 
least, it is considered by the fore- 
most economists of England and 
France that London’s financial 
strength will remain unshaken by 
this war, and that the financial in- 
terests of that great money centre 
will be able to more than hold their 
own in the competitive struggle for 
economic supremacy at the close of 
the war. 

It may be recalled in this con 
tion, says the Journal of Commerce, 
that it was these same American 
publicists and journalists who pre- 
“dicted dismal times in the Republic 
at the outbreak of war; and who 
advised manufacturers, wholesalers 
and traders to * curtail credit and 
production, and prepare for an in- 
evitable economic and financial col- 
lapse. Their prophecies, as we now 
all know, proved to be vain; and 
the American people entered upon | 
an era of prosperity such as they 
had never before experienced in 
the course of their history as a 
manufacturing and trading nation, 
wholly due to the fabulous incomes 

* derived from British war orders. 

At the outbreak of the war, Wall 
Street owed London on current ac- 
count a little over $500,000,000, an 
amount which would in ordinary 

circumstances have been discharged 
shortly by the exportation of cotton, 
wheat and other supplies from the 
United States. London, however, 
demanded immediate “payment in 
gold. This American financial in- 
terests refused to meet, averring that 
such payment would disrupt the fin- 
ancial organization of the United 
“States. American financiers were 
not bold enough to suggest that 
credits should be opened in New 
York to finance the sale of neces- 
sary war supplies to the Allied 
Powers, through which short time 
obligations to Europe might have 
been liquidated. 

It was found, however, that by 
July, 1915, American exports to 
Europe’ had exceeded imports by the 
staggering sum of $1 000,000,000 ; 
and that, in addition, New "York 
had placed at the credit of the Allied 
Governments huge banking re- 
sources to finance purchases of war 
material. Within the first year, 
x'so, France had pawned millions 
of dollars worth of American rail- 
road bonds in Wall Street; and be- 
fore the Republic realized what had 
happened a wave of prosperity such 

as had-never becn experienced be- 
fore had broken over the whole 
land. ‘The nation-wide unemploy- 
ment, which was: characteristic of 
the first few montlis of war, dis- 
appeared; and American industries 
were keyed up to the highest point 
of efficiency, while scores of others 
“were being. established. The.capital 
that had gone into hiding now re- 
appeared; and the steel companies 
that, in a moment of panic, had 
deferred dividends, now made good 
these deficits; and their stocks 
soared. Moreover, the yailroad re- 
organization which was essential in 
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certain lines, and which had ‘been 
abandoned, was now gone on with; 
and American traders, carriers and 
manufacturers piled up dividends to 
a dizzy height.

: Road to Ypres 


-—_— ea 
By “ THREE STARS.” 
(From C. M. SPRAGUE.) 
There are roads and roads. There is 
the great Roman road known as Wat- 
ling Street, down which tho legions 
marched in changing station over fif- 
teen hundred years ago. There is.the 
great Way along which St. Paul camo 
when he went to the City to teach it 
Christianity. There is the road 
Moore's unconquerable little army trod 


“*But greatest of alljis the road from 
Poperinghe to Ypres, a vein through 
which the best of Britain’s blood gore 
flowing, and will go on flowing fos 
tome time yet td come. It is the 
road to the greatest glory of our army, 
old and young. It is the road to the 
field of honour—eye,and the valley of 
death. 

It is a broad white road, rnnning 
ae straight as a sword into the city of 
devastation at the end. It is typical 
of the highways of Flanders. With a 
wide strip of cobble-store pavement in 
the centre, flanked by soft earth on 
either side, it lies under an avenue of 
trees. Of all the roads in the country 
it is perhaps the widest. 

The fatter fact, goupled with a 
glance at a map, will show the reader 
its great, stratcgical importance. In 
the first place it is the ‘shortest as 


well as the best road which leads tol. 


;¥pres. That it should be alive with 
the soul of the British Expeditionary 
Fores is therefore not surprising. 
__Since the first khaki column appeared 
“upon it.long ago, when the ‘*Con- 
temptible"* troops burried to turn the 
flank of the retreating Teutons, it has 
been nsed hy those troops. “And it 
will be used until the next retreat be- 
gins and ever after. 

*< Along this road from Poperinghe to 


~ Ypres the first weary, dirty but in- 


domitable remnants, of French's com- 
mand came hurrying after the Prus- 
sians.’ When they temporarily reeled 
under the furious counter-stroke of the 
enemy, the edge of their recoiling tide 
just lapped, the road before they gath- 
ered themselves with renewed and 
_wonderfnl vigour on the Germans. 


When the Canadians came to Ypres 
a few days before they closed the 
gate to Calais last year; it was on 
this road they marched. In those 
days Ypres was not a wreck, and the 
highway which led to it was not con- 
tinually under fire as it is now. All 





the trees were upright then. On that 
late April afternoon they dappled. the 
white centre of the road with shadows 
and the sun, filtering through their 
leaves, flashed in flame on the‘ maple 
Jeaf each man wore. Since that after- 
noon many more Canadians have 
marched their last march along the 
toad from Poperinghe to Ypres 

A short time after the terrible gas 
cloud had rolled over the French 
trenches the road was crowded with 
its victims. Mixed thromgs of Zou- 
aves, Algerians, and Europeans, mad- 
dened with agony, Yeeled and stumbled 
into the village Viamertinghe. 
Ypres on the 






Poperingbe rtd Thes 
by the wayside “the—prey* of German 
infamy, and for days afterwards 
twisted bodies. lay ‘on either side ne- 
cessarily unheeded by the crowds of 
British troops hastening into the sa- 
lient.

At the present time the varied pa- 
geant of war still. streams along the 
straight white way. Hore a platoon 
swings down, the men, loaded with 
pack and rifle, and wearing the steel 
helmets, which mean a tour of the 
trenches, sipging a, cheery song. There 
is a battery, of field Kons, grey and 
clean-cut, with sturdy teams 
rumbling wheels.. ~ 

Then a train of big drab motor- 
omnibuses comes by, headed west- 
ward, which means heavenward to the 
weary passengers. they bear. Once 
these omnibuses, gay with red and 
blue, carried crowds of Londoners: to 
town, To-day they-are on more ser- 
ioug business, They aro taking an in- 
fantry back for a short rest in billets 
after a week in thé trenches. 


Occasionally 2 motor - ambulance 
convoy specds up or down the road. 
They are very businesslike, these am- 
bulances. Everything is businesslike 
in this business of war. Grey and 
smart, each with its scarlet cross — 
the sign of sacrifice—painted on its 
sides, they are vehicles of efficiency. 
Night and day. they ply along this 
path leading into ,the broken city. 
They bring their: burdens of the 
maitned and dying out ‘of Hell—and 
they are very busy.

BERLIN, Gept. 14.—Capt.  Persius, | 
naval expert of the Berliner Taze-} 
Diatt, says: ‘The value of thegairship 
attacks on England consists in damag-, 
ing the military means of our most 
dangerous cnemy.

Special guns, much 
ammunition, searchlights and acro- 
planes have been created for the pur- 
pose of warding off these attacks.

‘The prayer. book .furnished the 
theme for discussion at the afternoon 
zasion. The two houses met ‘togeth- 
es and Archbishop Thornloe — preaid- 
ed. The prayer book had been pass- 
ed by the general synod ‘of the Do- 
minion of Canada. Opinion was di- 
vided as to whether the book should 
be accepted upw or similar form be 
provided after:the war. The report on 
the atate of the church was also dis- 
cussed during the afternoon, and 
Archdeacon Warren of ‘Toronto stronz- 
ly advocated more strict observance 
of holy days,and having the church 
doors open at all times for strangere 
and the solemmization of the commun- 
jon every Suiday. ‘He. was opposed

vice. 

Rev. Dr. Renison saw no harm in 
celebrating thanksgiving services on 
Sunday.

now famous German salient line, Thie- 
pval-Combles, is no longer.

The 
barrier broken down, Sir Douglas 
Hatg’s troops pushed considerably be- 
yond it to the northeast jcarrying the 
menace of the Somme drive almost as 
ominously close, to Bapaume as it is 








The end of the fighting last night 
saw the British in possession of prac- 
tically all’ the high ground between 
Combles ‘and the Albert-Pozieres-Ba- 
‘paume highway. Three towns, Flers, 
Martinpulch and Courcellette, and 
High Wood were completely captured, 
as was the greater part of Bouleaux 
Wood. The powerful German re- 
doubt called “Wunder Werk” (Wonder 
Work) because of its supposed {im- 
pregnability, was taken by storm in 
the turning of the sallent’s tip near 
Thiepval.

Fright Kills 
Girl In An 
Elevator Fall 


Car Out of Control Runs Up and 
Down Bearing Panic-Stricken Men 
and Women—Palled From 
Moving Cage 

NEW YORK, Sept. 15.—Shrieks and 
ealls for help from the elevator in the 
Livingston Building, an eight-story 
loft structure at 55 West Third Strect, 
on the corner of West Broadway, start- 
ed tenants on each floor running to 
the elevator ahaft doora a} 5.40 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. Those on the 
lower floors got to the doora in time 
to see the elevator shoot by. There 
were nine women and two men in it, 
beside Fred Small, the negro opera- 
tor, who called that he could not stip 
the car. 

It descended to the bottom of the 
shaft, where the recoil of the bumpers 
sent it bounding aloft again. A girl 
sprang from it as it started up, and 
Small followed _ her. They landed, 
bruised, but otherwise unburt, on the 
cellar floor. 

The cat's mechanism apparently had 
reversed itself, for it continued up al- 
ter the first rebound, but it moved 
slowly and ,at the filth floor, two girls 
managed to open the shaft door and 
jump out. At the sixth floor Abraham 
Eleshewitz, son of theaproprictor of a 
hat manufactory, had — the door al- 
ready opened, and he pulled five girls 
from the car. 

It continued to the roof, still carry- 
ing a girl and two men, and on the 
return Eleshewitz 2ot both men off at 
his floor. The girl lay on the floor of 
the car, and he could not reach, her. 

Meantime Small had found Albert 
Hill, the engineer, told him what had 
happened, and got him to shut off the 
power, The clevator descended to the 
bumpers again and ran up to the 
third floor before it halted. The girl 
was taken from it. and, when he could 
not resuscitate her, Hill called an am- 
bulance.

$25,000,000, a sum that equals the 
value of the output of men’s clothing 
factories in Canada during the year 
of 1920, the year of the last manu- 
facturing census, If Germany re- 
ceived for the toys she exported the 
sum of $25,000,00, it is safe to say 
that those who Bought them to please 
the children, jpaid for them at least 
$60,000,000. | Of the ‘large exports 
of Germany, Canada took in 1914 
$579,547, and In the following year 
$247,000, and since that time none 
at all. But more toys were brought 
in from the United States. 

To the British Empire toys were 
sent from German fattories to the 
value of $7,500,000 annually. Of 
course since the war this demand 
has had to be met from other 
sources, and inquiries from abroad 
are reaching Canada In continually 
increasing volume, and it would ap- 
Pear, from what the toy merchants 
ray, that-viry substantial progress is 
belng made in the Dominion In the 
making of toys which are taking 
well with the trade and with the 
children, and are also attracting 
buyers from abroad. And yet, how- 
ever, the many new Industries, which 
number betwen forty and @fty, are 
quite unable to supply the home de- 
mand for many popular toya of do- 
mestic design and manufacture. 
When, soon after the war, there waz 
a dearth of novelties, an effort war 
made by the toymen to direct ingen- 
uity fito giving attantion.to produc- 
ing something distinctly Canadian In 
ebaracter, and they have been suc- 
cessful.

the older children would make other 
parts of the mill. Meanwhile the 
head of the house worked In the saw- 
milf. In this way the wholg family 
was employed. This is a reproduc- 
tion of conditions in Europe, whero 
the toy-making industry developed 
to such big proportions. Possibly 
the real factor in this Instance was 
tho obfaining of cheaper labor. 

Toys of which pulp and paper ate 
the chicf materials used in thelr 
{making are coming largely from 
Quebec, Dis¥nctly new and ingen-: 
fous Ideas originated more largely 
in Ontario. The “Siege of Berlin” 1s 

a conception originating in that Pro- 
| vince. It does not matter where tha 
idea originated, the manufacture of 
the article will ultimately go to the 
localities where the cost ot produo-

Oxford's Oldest Resident. 


The death occurred in Woodstock 
recently of Oxford County's ° oldest 
resident in the person of Maurice 
Egan, who passed away In his 102nd 
year. Up till a few weeks ago he 
enjoyed tne best of health, but the 
protracted spell of hot weather 
weakened him. His mental faculties 
were active almost to the last. x 

The late Maurice Egan was born 
at Spike Bay, In the Cove of Cork, 
Ireland. In 1831, he came to Can- 
ada with his _parents, landing at 
Quebec, where he lived three years. 
In- 1834 he moved to Woodstock. At 
that time this place was composed of 
about a dozen Jog shanties and a 
Baptist mission house. Shortly after 
arriving his father was granted 100 
acres of land in Zorra.by the Brit- 
ieh Governinent. Roth he and bis- 
father served in the pebellion of 
1827-38. In 1840 he left Woodstock 
and drove to Hamilton, and thence to 
Toronto, and engaged in business for 
a short time. He returned io Wood- 
stock in 1845 and has lived here con- 
tinuously ever since. He was one of 
the firnt Catholics to locate in Wood- 
stock and he always took a keen In- 
terest In the affalra of his church,-

Germany, Aus- 
tria, Bulgaria and Turkey are al 
more or less exhausted, all secking 
help from each other. 

In the days when the Allies con- 
tented themselves with an_inter- 
mittent and always localized offen- 
sive, it was easy for the Germanic 
alliance to transter troops from_one 


front to another as they were re-|. 


quired. But that. is no longer pos- 
sible. The Germans and _ their 
allies are to-day defending them- 
selves on all fronts at once, and are 
using up regiments which they 
cannot hope to replace. 

The mecting in Berlin is prob- 
ably something in the nature of a 
Council of War. It is not likely to 
be marked by any particular friend- 
liness. Germany will feel that ber 
allies have not. done their share, 
and they, on their part, will feel 
that they have been Tricked into a 
war in which they had no concern. 
The end of the council will prob- 
ably be a threat against Germany 
that her allies will withdraw alto- 
gether and make the best peace they 
can, unless they are provided with 
assistance to stem the tides of in- 
vasion that are now breaking over 
them. It is not very clear how Ger- 
many will solve their discontent, but 
that is not a problem over which 
the Entente Allies need trouble 
themselves.

But it is also well not to leave jewelry, 
money, silver or other easily transport- 
ed valuables where a thief can get at 
them. Still another precaution is to 
leave doors and drawers unlocked 
throughout the house. The would be 
thief will not then be tempted to de- 
{stroy house and furniture while he is 
I'seeking to open dgors and drawers. 
Many a house has been ruined by 
thieres who have pried open drawers 
and burst open doors in a vain search 
for valuables that were securely in a 
safo deposit box. 

Guard against dampness as well os 
possible. Leave a window at the top 
of the house open. It should be a win- 
dow well sheltered by overhanging 
eaves if possible, so that rain cannot 
beat In. It serves to keep tho house dry 
and well ventilated. “Hure the furnace 
thoroughiy cleaned out, os‘nsbes left In 
It gather dampness, which causes rust 
in furnace and pipes.

OITAWA, Sept. 19—The  Depart- 
ment of Trade and Commerce has re- 
ceived word that the Australian Gov- 
ernment has decided to appoint @ 
commission to visit Canada and the 
United States to investizate and re- 
port upon overseas methods of manu- 
facture and productton and the Con- 
ditions of employment on this_con- 
tinent. Ags ‘ 

The commission will probably con- 
sist of six representatives of the man- 
ufacturers in Australia, one from each 
@tate, together with six representa- 
tives of the workers, one aleo from 
each state. The chamber of manu- 
factures in each capital city, and the 
central Jabor organization in each 
state, are asked to submit three nom- 
inations from which a selection will 
be made by the Commonwealth Gov- 
ernment. Manufacturers’ representa- 
tives will be men having special and 
expert knowledge of the industries to 
be investigated by the commission 
are: | - 

{a) Iron, 
trades. 

(b) Timber, building material. 

(c) Leather. 

(a) Textiles. 

(e)- Paper. 

(f) Trades in the preparation of 
foodstuffs. 

The same principle will apply to 
the selection of the representatives of 
the labor organizations. 

Each ‘section of the commission will 
furnish a report on the industry it rep- 
resents, separate reports being furn- 
ished by the representatives of the 
workers. . 

A secretary will be appointed, and 
the commission will also-be accom- 
panied by a journalist chosen by the 
Government from three nominations 
to ‘be made by the Australian Jour- 
Talists’ Agsociation. The commission 
is.expected, to return in about six 
months from the date of departure 
from Australia. ‘The main object of 
the commission's tour is to secure an 
insight into manufacturing methods 
in North Anierica, and to study the 
Jyeiaticus existing between enployers 
Sand employees.

economy. campaigns in Britain. One 
contained the following appeal to 
those who employed-male servants: 

*“Have you a butler, groom, chauf- 
feur, gardener, or gamekeeper serv- 
ing you. who at this moment should’ 
be serving your King and country? 
Have you a man serving your table 
who should be serving a gun? Have 

you & man digging your garden who 
thould be digging trenches?

Have you aman preserving your 
game who should be holping to pre- 
serve your country? A great respon- 
sibility rests on you. Will you sacri- 
fice your personal convenience for 
your country’s need?

" BEHIND THE FRENCH ARMY 
ON THE SOMME, Sept. 22, — The 
heaviest sacrifice of life since the early 
days of the Verdun battle marked the 
vain German counter-attack yesterday 
against the new French positions north 
of the Somme, According to an artil- 
lery officer who took part in the battle, 
the road from Combles to Rancourt is 
soaked with blood, and corpses are 
piled on each-side in mounds some- 
times three foet high.

"HE HUMAN EYE [s a wonderful instrument, but under the 
trying conditions of modern fife it often fails to meet the 
demands put upon it, and serious trouble of all sorts results 
because we do not help out by getting vi.sses to supply Nature's 
defects. 

* Particularly at the time when children begin their school life, the new 


and dificult uses made of the eye often bring on eye strain and a host of 
resultant disorders.

according to tbe nearness of the object to be photographed. If the eye Is 
abnormal in any respect these muscles have to work too hard, and, even 
thouyh we may by this unconscious effort be able to. sco clearly, yet the 
strain is present. In such case,we aro seeing by a constant effort. while if 
glasses were provided to correct the defect of vision thy Fould do this work 
und save us the atrain. 

A careful and thorough examination of the eyes should. be mado by a 
competent person. Many a miserable hour would be saved if this wero done 
In time, 

Recause of defective eyesight a child may be dull, fretful, and back- 
ward jn school. without anyone guessing the reason. An examination of the 
eyes reveals serious defects; these are corrected by preper xlarses, and the 
effec: ts most marked, The child appears happler, makes good Progress in 
Als studies, und takes his rightful place in the school community. 

Glassea or no glasses, there are some things that cannot bp done with 
the eyes except at grave peril. Too little light strains the eyes. and sn 
does too much. A direct glare right in the face Is quito,rs bail axa roam 
that {a too dim to see properly.

Ever since the fall of Adam, there 
has been transgression against moral 
law and order. Because of viciated 
tastes, unrestrained appetite and de- 
praved desire, men are responsible for 
many very great crils, 


"I believe such conditions will more 
or lexs continue until the final con- 
summation of Christ's work- of redem- 
ption. Then, and not till then: “The 
rebuke of His people shall be taken 
away from off the earth. When the 
books are opened, and all men reat 
and small shall stand before the ‘Lord, 
and are judged ont of the writings 
of the books, according to their works, 
and death and hell are cast into the 
lake of fire, and whosoever is not writ- 
ten in the lamb's book of life. Until 
that day it may be expected that men 
will transgress — against 
righteousness, 

Until the day of final reckoning the 
words of Jesus must hold good: Matt. 
XVITL 7—“Woe unto the world. be- 
cause of offences! for it must needs 
be that offences come; but woe to 
that man by whom the offence com- 
eth!’ Let no man, therefore, think 
that ho, or his associates, be they ever 
sO great, and good, shall rid the 
world of evil. But, let there be no 
transgression in the other direction 
among good minded people. 

We must not think. that because evil 
cannot be exterminated, we can be 
justified in taking neutral ground with 
regard to it, and the kingdom of 
righteousness with which it is ever in 
deadly conflict, 

There is_bnt’ ono attitude, for the 
honest, upright man te assume toward 
every form of evil, that is, to be ab- 
solutely directly opposed te it. To my 
mind, that statement is just as true 
as the statement “that light dispelled 
darkness, or that heat and cold, sre 
opposite degrees of temperature,” 

In the light of this all forcefnl 
truth, one cannot but be amazed at 
the most pathetic apathy, with regard 
to popular forms ‘of evil, has always 
charactorized the — aver: ge minded 
Christian. From the beginning this 
pecnliar formula of mediocrity has 
continued unchanged, 

To bo earnestly contending for sa- 
cial, moral and religious reforms, is, 
in popular opinion, to be lacking in 
good sense and manners. Many, eren 
who professedly wear the armour of 
the King of righteoysness Jook with 
contempt upon those who are zealous 
in every good work, But an “God haa 
nevor left himself without witnesses,"” 
there are.always some people possessed 
af more iron in the blood, and more 
atocl in nerve than the average man, 

Such have more keenness of eye, and 
seo further in advance of the moving 
column than those who are indifferent 
with regard to the causo, or the issue 
of the conflict: Men of reforms, who 
try to stem tho tide of evil, have more 
mellowness of heart and feel a deeper 
sympathy for the innocent victims of 
the: transgressing host. 

Theso men of-iron nerve and will, 
and of indomitable courage, are pro- 
‘testants protesting! They are hear- 
en’s enlisted Aeroca on earth's battle 
ground, protesting against the powers 
and subtictios of hell, They may 
“bite the dust of death,” but they 
will do it with their faces toward the

Bloodiest Scene Experienced 





Behind the Somme Lines, Sept. 28. 
'—Fifteen hundred German corpses le 
in the,strects and ruins of Combles, 
which yesterday's savage fighting con- 
verted into a shambles. 

Two baitallons were dptailed on 
Sunday to hold upyfhe\French and 
British and defend the town to the 
last man. The Teutons fulfilled their 
mission, compelling the allles to an- 
nihilate the garrison. The only prison- 
ers taken were a few hundred wound- 
ded, mostly of the crack machine gun 
troops, who lay in’ the cellars. 

On Monday evening tho British 
learned from a captured German of- 
ficer that the fortress was. to be era- 
cuated that night, but the Franco- 
British cross-fire already barred the 
only avenue of escape. 

The patrols who had penetrated the 
town joined hands at 10.30 yesterday 
morning. Half an hour later Combles 
had changed hands after the bloodiest 
street fighting of the whole war. The 
ruloe of the church in which the ma- 
chine guns were massed, changed 
hands three times. 

An officer who led the French tells 
me that it was Impossible to advance 
without marching over corpses.

Uncieaned Grain. 

About 40 por cent. of the clean- 
ings removed from grain at the Can- 
adian terminal elevators consists of 
fine seeds capable of passing through 
a zinc screen- containing perforations 
1-14 inch in diameter. This means 
that 40,000 tons of small weed secda 
are shipped in western. grain each. 
year, on which the grower pays the 
freight, and for which be gets no re- 
turn. This represents a loss of a 
quarter of a million dollars which 
could be ‘obviated if these fine seeds 
were removed before the grain is 
shipped. The manufacturers of 
threshing machines are unanimous 
in stating that their machines are or 
may be fitted with screens and oper- 
ated to separate a large part of the 
screenings at the time of threshing. 
The remaining 60 per cent. of! the 
cleaning is good feed, and if it could 
be retained on the farm, would mean 
a double saving to the grain grower.

OTTAWA, September 23.—A further 
war credit of fifty million dollars has 
been established here for the purpose 
cl financing purchases by the Imperial 
Government of munitions and sup- 
Plies in Canada. Thie brings the total 
of such credits up to $200,000,000, the 
first filty millions having been «et 
aside from the proceeds of the first 
domestic war loan. 

The new credit announced yesterday 
was decided upon at a meeting of the 
Minister of Finance and _representa- 
tives of the chartered banks. — Sir 
Thomas White at once cabled the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, inform- 
ing him that the advance would be 
made. 

The Minister also discussed with the 
bankers the importance of encourag- 
ing thrift throughout the Dominion, 
and their co-operation was enlisted 
towards that end. At Sir Thomas 


"White's request, a committee of the 


Bankers’ Association will be appoint- 
ed to discues with him a new security 
which can be taken up by people of 
slender means. It is evident * thal 
there is a great desire among Cana- 
dians to invest their funds for war 
purposes and a means will be pro- 
vided “whereby savings in small 
amounts may be placed at the dispos- 
al of the Government for war pur- 
poses. : 





The probability that the $50,000,000 
credit would be arranged has already 
Jed, according to gossip on the street 
here, to tentative negotiations for-new 
munitions orders, and there will prob- 
ably be taken up very actively, now 
that the credit is a reality. ” 

If devoted to the fivancing of mu- 
nitions orders, the credit will practi- 
cally mean the placing of an addi- 
tcnal two months’ orders on the 
books of the companies, and most of 
them already have their capacity tak- 
en far into next year. 

Industrially, therefore, the credit is 
of the highest importance as definite- 
ly extending the period of assured ac-

/*A DARKENING PROSPECT 








* ‘The thrilling entrance by the 
British :and French into Combles 

. was one of the most recent~ inci- 
dents of the: war that spells abso- 
lute defeat for the enemy. The 
last week has been :an “ominous 
week for Germany, a bitter week to 

those who are directing her ex- 
haustiog fight against the inevita- 

ble. Her military effort has-been a 
defensive on the west, with a 
smashing blow in the east. The 
Eastern blow failed to smash any- 
thing, and a few days later her de- 
fensive in the west suffered another 
disaster. Meanwhile Hindenburg's 
cry that he could not fight without 
money has met with such a response 
that the effort in Berlin is directed 
as much toward the concealment of 
the response as toward the incite- 
ment of it. 

Hindenburg intended to hold the 
British and French stationary while 
he, shattered the Russian-Rouman- 
ian line and got in its rear. Mac- 
kensen struck hard in the Dobrudja, 
‘with momentary success, but the 
Russians and Roumanians now hold, 
him stationary, and their forces in 
crease daily. The moment when 
the smashing tactics, so often suc- 
cessful, could win another victory, 
went by when Mackensen was stop- 
ped and forced to stand in the Do- 
brudja. The highest recognition of 
this failure was the German attempt 
to, conceal it, the false bulletine 
from headquarters which announced 
“it as a success. The German bul- 
Ketins used to be truthful. It is a 
patalysing disappointment and a 
great fear that have forced Berlin 
to resort to the subterfuges of Sofia 
and Constantinople. 

Close on the heels of this disaster 
—for, as it is the failure of Hinden- 
burg’s plan of campaign, it is noth- 
“fess; even should Mackensen win 
some dramatic but minor victorics 
—comes the capture of Combles, 
the blasting out of a rock that had 
made impassable the road to Bap- 
aume or to Peronne. The offensive 
failed, the defensive is broken into 
again; failure to strike the blow 
in the east, failure to ward off the 
blow in the west. 

* At home every effort is being 
made to raise the money of which 
Hindenburg tells the empire it is 
in’such need. There have been 
other loans, and Germany has al- 
ways announced the successive 
Stages of their raising, the totals 
subscribed, because she had no ob- 
ject in concealing them; they were

| The Battle in the Sky | 


(Toronto Star) 

Nothing that any writer of fiction 
ever imagined compares with the plain 
story of what happened far above tho 
clouds aver London on the night when 
the boy, Licut. Robinson, V.C., 
hrouzht down a Germn Zeppelin in a 
sensational air fight. ~ 

When the marauders first appeared 
the anti-aircraft gune began firing at 
them and shells were scen to explode 
near and about them like bursting 
stars, as they flew along with incredi- 
ble speed. The searchlights raked the 
sky, searched for, found and followed, 
lost, and caught them again. 

Nearly all London was awake by this 
time listening “and looking. Suddenly 
the guns ceased firing, as British areg- 
planes, tried to throw them off, first 
by driving and then ascending, but 
Lieut. Robinson anticipated these 
manoeuvres. Tho commander of the 
Zeppelin threw out voluminous clouds ; 
of black smoke to evade the twa lower | 
aeroplanes and then mounted another 
two thousand feet in a few seconds. 
But he found Robinson there awaiting 
him. One of the aviators below dex- 
cribed what happened as follow: | 

“Immediately Robinson headed his 
machino for the raider, and flying at 
a terrific speed it appeared that he 
was going to charge the monster, . I 
shall never forget tho sight of the 
blazing airship as it foll, Away up 
above the clouds, 12,000 feet from the 
earth, the scene was terrifying in its 
grandeur. A huge sheet of flame cast 
‘a brilliant red plow over the black sky 
above, tinting to a vivid pink the 
clouds beneath.”
